13. Applicant's arguments filed April 10, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant has argued that the secondary reference of Friesem (U.S. 
6,850,544) fails to teach a switching element that actually switches the mode 
composition of the laser beam between a first and second setting; however, Examiner 
disagrees. Friesem teaches a mode control element wherein a single mode or set of 
modes can be utilized and thus, the apparatus of Friesem is capable of operating as 
claimed by Applicant The extent to which the mode control element is used is dictated 
by the user. Furthermore, though Applicant has claimed and argued the process by 
which the switching element is used, such limitations do not provide further structural 
delineation or definition to the apparatus and thus, the claims remain rejected.
